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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-15 and 60, drawn to method and apparatus for cleaning sludge from a vessel 
with a vacuuming apparatus. 

Group II, claim(s) 17-29,33-36 and 61, drawn to method of extracting hydrocarbons from waste 
material using solvent extraction and heating. 

Group III, claim(s) 30-32, drawn to apparatus for extracting recyclable hydrocarbons from waste 
hydrocarbons and aggregates. 

Group IV, claim(s) 37-53 and 59, drawn to apparatus for filtering air and transferring air between 
chambers with a vortex between each chamber. 

Group V, claim(s) 54-58, drawn to apparatus for filtering gas using chambers in series , the 
chambers containing internal baffles, receiving regions and outlet ports. 
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The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The Groups are drawn to diverse , somewhat 
unrelated inventions having divergent combinations of features; Group I is drawn to features of 
cleaning a vessel. Group II is drawn to extraction procedures. Group III is drawn to details of a 
heating means. Group IV is drawn to vortex means between air-handling chambers and Group V 
is drawn to structures of internal baffles located within chambers arranged in series. 

Claims 62-70 and 75-78 are drafted as improper multiple dependent claims which 
improperly depend from combinations of 2 or more independent or other claims. Consequently, 
it cannot be determined into which of the Rcstrictablc Groups these claims form a part of. 

A telephone call was made to Matt Schneider on October 8, 2008 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
